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DETAILED ACTION 


Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of claims 6, 7 and 1 l(new) in Paper No. 7 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is unclear what hole pattern groups A, B, C, D, E and F and threaded 
pilot pinhole and pilot pin storage hole refers to. The claims fail to independently define the 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 6, 7 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Brekelbaum (3,944,203). With regard to claims 6 and 7, as best as can be understood,

Brekelbaum discloses a table comprising a plurality of holes and pattern groups in a tabletop (fig. 
1). 

With regard to claim 1 1, Brekelbaum discloses a table comprising at least five hole 
pattern groups in a tabletop, wherein each groups comprising at least two holes (fig. 1). 


The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure, Decker (4,1 14,665), Kapton et al. (5,117,880), Marincic (5,107,599), Roxy 
(5,026,033), Balolia et al. (Des.343846) and Blakey et al. (3,723,927).
